The regular monthly meeting of the 
members of the Vulcan Board of Trade 
was held in the Canadian Legion hall 
on Monday, June 21st.

His 
subject was ‘‘Wheat and the Price 
Structure.” ' \ 

The speaker pointed our in the 
course of his remarks that Canada 
produced approximately 35 per cent, 
of the exportable wheat of today and 
also quoted figures showing to what 
extent other nations were subsidizing 
or protecting, this industry and re¬ 
ferring to the fact that now that the 
Wheat Board has practically been abol 
ished that Canada was doing very lit¬ 
tle, or nothing, in the way of assisting 
this greatest, of Canadian industries. 
He dwelt upon the formation of the 
Wheat Pool and explained, the me'thod 
of operation of the Grain Exchange 
and its bearing on the price of wheat. 

Mr. Hansell, who is a very capable 
speaker, handled his subject in a very 
pleasing manner and was accorded a 
hearty \x>te of thanks by the members 
of the Board of Trade.

The regular June meeting of the 
council of the Municipal District of 
Royal No. 158, was held in the munici¬ 
pal office, at Vulcan, on Tuesday, June 
15th. The meeting had been postpon¬ 
ed from June 12th, the regular meet¬ 
ing day, on account of the heavy rains 
making the roads impassable at that 
time. 

Reeve Bennett occupied the chair 
and councillors Roebuck, Spaethe, 
Bateman, Gordon and Snow were pres¬ 
ent. 

The secretary-treasurer presented 
the financial statement for the month 
of May. This statement revealed that 
the total receipts to the end of May 
amounted to $14,060.88 and. that the

The letter advised 
the council that an inspection by the 
Department of the matter of incorpor¬ 
ation into a village, the hamlet of 
Brant had been held and that there 
was not sufficient dwellings in the 
Hamlet to comply with the department 
regulations to order the hamlet into a 
village. The letter also dealt with the 
matter of the street lights for the ham¬ 
let and pointed out that the Municipal 
District had no authority to enter into 
an agreement to supply street lights. 
Discussion was held on this matter and 
it was decided that the Brant and En¬ 
sign street lights would be discontin¬ 
ued after July 1st. 

A circular letter from the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture with regard to 
the regulations for supplying fuel oil 
for summerfallow work was read to 
the council. The general feeling of 
the council was that this type of relief 
wap not required in this district and 
no action was taken. 

A circular letter from the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture with regard to the 
procedure in disposing of the seed 
grain loans was read to the council.

Chemical research is now turning to rural areas, to their 
restoration and increasing usefulness. The speaker men¬ 
tioned three recent developments which should be closely 
ollowed by an agricultural country such as Canada. These 
•re the production of manufactured products from soy 
/eans, the expanding uses for flax and hemp flbre3. and 
ne inanufactuie of power alcehol. Industrial alcohols in 
Jnited States are making great strides. His advice is: “It 
,ie Dominion eliminates taxes on industrial alcohols used 
or motor fuels, Canadan, industrialists would be justified 
n developing the industry on a national basis. If such a 
evelopment did nothing more than help lift surplus grains 
nf the food market during years of high productivity, it 
>ould assure the Canudian fanner of profitable rather than 
jankiupt markets for his grain.” 

The preservation of soil fibre, a wise system of crop ro- 
atibn, an expanding variation of crops with an eye to in- 
usirial uses are all a part of the importance of agricul- 
ure, as v iewed from the standpoint of chemical research. 

So far, Canada has been ready to be content to continue 
long rout'ne lines of field husbandry, but the forecast is 
or a mole practical application of science to give agricul- 
ure the foremost place in national concern.

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ADVANCE ON WAGES 


In the world of private business it is not customary foi 
mployees to draw advances on their wages. Only a serious 
imergeney just fies 3uch a tequest, and an employee must 
uve recommended himself very highly to his employer be- 
ore expecting or receiving any such consideration. 

tiut our provincial government employees lightheartedly 
bandon bus ness practice and legalize substantial advan 
es for themselves. Accord,ng to Session Indemnities Ad¬ 
vance Act of 1937, the government guarantees any loan on i 
he next session indemnity, up to $450.00. This is for ser 
.ice which has not been rendered and may never be ren¬ 
dered. It is payment for certain legislative activ.ties whicl 
nay not take place till next winter. If they should die in tlic 
neantjnie, it is understood there is no provision for collect 
ng. The government will stand the loss no doubt with 
imiabiUty, though it exerts-tvery pressure to collect on in 
ome tax, sales tax, municipal obligations and so on. 

Probably not all of the legislative members are taking 
uivantage of the advance, but it would be interesting tc 
enow which ones are so hard pressed for money that they 
must have this additional sum to carry on. The Act would 
lot have been passed if there had been.no strong urge foi 
t. From whom did this pressure come ? And are men in 
such financial straits the safest and most capable type U 
mndle the taxpayers’ money . 

If they make use of this advance, do they extend the 
-ame consideration to anyone"they may employ? Are their 
fired men or any other employees whom they may have 
mid up several'months ahead? It is very doubtful, and un¬ 
der any circumstances su?ff a principle is a distortion of 
.vise business methods. It is practically certain that no civil 
;ervants are drawing advances. They, on the contrary are 
iving under the daily uncertainty of losing their jobs al 
ogether. 

The indemnities "advances are mot likely to total u>> to a 
uge sum. liut the principle of the Act is a serious reflec- 
ion on the personal efficiency and character of the men in¬ 
volved. It is not honorable to accept money for a service 
which they may never render. The provincial government 
•stablishes for its own benefit a practice it would not ex 
end to others.. Has it ever paid any other obligations in ad- 
ance, or ha3 it ever, been prepared to pay all other obli¬ 
gations when due ? Our leg slators are looking after them- 
elves first and foremost, and thereby establishing some 
ery demoralizing standards. How much more must thf 
rntient taxpayer take before his eyes are opened?

King, Mr. Hepburn spoke highly of 
Premier Duplessis of Quebec, and' the 
prophets are saying there may emerge 
from the wreckage a new party with 
Duplessis and Hepburn as joint lead¬ 
ers. Mr. Duplessis succeeded in 
wrecking the Liberal party in that 
province, and it looks now as if Mr.

Mr. Hepburn’s organ explains that 
the quarrel between him and Mr. King 
started immediately after the,last fed¬ 
eral elections, when Mr. King failed 
to give any acknowledgment of the 
services rendered him in that cam¬ 
paign by the Ontario Premier. It adds 
that he failed to take into his Cabinet, 
a man sponsored by Mr. Hepburn. In 
this Mr. King showed good sense. The 
man in question was a new member 
without any especial claim on Mr. 

Mr. Hep¬ 
burn had done a good deal in the fed¬ 
eral election, but Mr. King could hard¬ 
ly be expected to take his adrdee in 
cabinet-making, especially if it clashed 
as it was almost sure to do, with the 
views-of all the elected M.P.’s, except 
the one in question.

In Quebec and Ontario, the Liberal 
party is badly shattered, and in the 
prairie provinces there is said to be a 
good deal of dissatisfaction with the 
King government for its handling of 
the wheat situation.

U.F.A. Executive Forwards Resolution 
to Dominion Government 

The U.F.A. executive has forwarded 
a resolution to Premier Mackenzie 
King, respecting the marketing of the 
J937 crop. 

“Whereas we believe that the best 
interest of the grain farmers of Can¬ 
ada-will be served by providing that 
they receive the average market price 
for the year, and 

“Whereas changes in the Canada 
Grain Act or the Wheat Board Act 
arising out of the Turgeon Commissios 
report cannot take place before the 
next session of parliament; 

“Therefore, be it resolved, that we 
urgently ask the Government to pro¬ 
vide for the effective operation of the 
Wheat Board for the marketing of the 
1937 'crop and urge the Government 
to proclaim those clauses of the Act 
as passed by Parliament which would 
give to the Board full powers to han¬ 
dle the whole of the Qanadian wheat 
crop.” 

The resolution, which was forwarded 
to the Ministers by Norman F. Priest¬ 
ley, Vice-President of the U.F.A., 
reads in full as follows: 

“Whereas there was keen disappoint 
ment among the farmers at the limita- 
I tion placed on the operation of the 
| Canada Wheat Board at the beginning 
>f the 1936-37 crop year and the feel¬ 
ing now prevails' that great loss was 
-ustained by them owing to the fact 
that after many poor crops with iow 
prices they were forced to sell their 
wheat as soon as harvested and there- 
fort* before any substantial rise in 
price.”
